1. LISBON 4860 SAID PORTUGUESE EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON 
WOULD BE MAKING ARRANGEMENTS FOR CIP VISIT AND 
REQUESTED DEPARTMENT TO APPROACH PORTUGUESE 
EMBASSY TO OFFER ANY NECESSARY ASSISTANCE. BOTH STATE 
AND COMMERCE OFFERED ASSISTANCE TO PORTUGUESE EMBASSY, 
WHICH HAD RECEIVED NO RPT NO INSTRUCTIONS FROM FONOFF. 
AFTER SEVERAL TELEGRAMS TO FONOFF WENT UNANSWERED 
EMBASSY TELEPHONED LISBON TODAY AND WAS TOLD THAT 

CIP HAD MADE ITS OWN ARRANGEMENTS AND 
THUS DID NOT REQUIRE GOP ASSISTANCE. 

2. DEPARTMENT WOULD APPRECIATE CLARIFICATION OF CIP 
DESIRES. IF CIP HAS REASONS FOR PREFERRING TO AVOID 
WORKING THROUGH GOP, WE WOULD BE HAPPY TOARRANGE 
ALL APPOINTMENTS WITH USG AGENCIES. IT WOULD BE 
ADMINISTRATIVELY PREFERABLE, HOWEVER, FOR APPOINTMENTS 
WITH PRIVATE ENTITIES IN NEW YORK TO BE ARRANGED 
THROUGH PORTUGUESE CONSULATE IN NEW YORK. 

3. COMMERCE HAS TENTATIVELY SCHEDULED MEETING 9:30 ON 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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NOVEMBER 26 WITH GROUP OF USDOC OFFICIALS AND INCLUDING 
EXIMBANK AND SBA REPRESENTATIVES. PLEASE ADVISE IF 
CIP PREFERS SEPARATE MEETINGS WITH EXIMBANK AND SBA 
IN LIEU OF JOINT MEETING. INGERSOLL
